from their wolf fosler-parents. 
I myself saw 


two of the children who were rescued from the 
wolves when they grew too large lo enter the 
burrows. Neither of them showed any traces 


' of human manners. 
They ran on all-fours. 


They had no articulate speech. And they pre- 
ferred the society of dogs to that of men."' 


Even long subsequent association wilh hu- 


man beings ell'cclcd no change, says Fuller. A 
wolf-child rescued in the Agra district of India 
was kepi in the Secundra Missionary Asylum ! 
from 1867 to 1805. 
"He was discovered silling ' 


in the company of a wolf a I the entrance to a 
burrow. 
During his Iwcnly-eighl years' stay in j 


the asylum, he never aUaincd a. completely erect j 
position. 
He never learned lo speak. 
And his 


sole accomplishment was thai he came lo use 
his fingers iu eating instead of wolfing Ihe 
food." 


Sir Fuller's book has created a sensation 


among scientists. 
Jt has exploded many llie- 


' orics advanced about Ihe origin of language, a 


mystery that has never been explained. A pup- 
py brought up apart from dogs grows into a nor- 
mal dog, with canine mannerisms and barking. 
So docs a (luck hatched by a chicken. Why. 
then, is man different? 
You cannot answer. 


But you must realize, more strongly than ever 
before, the tremendous importance of propcr 
babyhood.
